ined. Esch footprint had, evidently, 

been filled with rain water, and ‘the 
sand had been blown into and filled 
it. The sadd continued to adhere té 
the moist’ surface, and thus bad 
formed a. motind of sand above éach 
footpriat. After the formation of 
this mound a tongue of sand had_ 
drifted out from it a short distance ia 
a northwesterly direction, and as this 
tongue of sand had been hardened 
into stone it bas remained as an iadi 

cation that the wind whictr raised 
these mounds above the'tracks have 
come. from the southeast. Besides

TRACKS OF SOME WADING BIRDS. 


These did not seem to differ much | 
in form and size from. those of the | 
same order now living. Several quite 
distinct tracks of deér are also to be 
seen. Others, again, ~were found 
which in size and length of stride 
much resemble those of e# wolf. At 
one point these tracks may be traced 
for a distance of 20 feet, where they 
are also lost in the ledge. There are 
also a few poorly defined imprints of 
what are believed to be a horse. Near 
the western limit are clear indications 
of animals having wallowed and laio 
in the soft mad. There have been but 
twe objections thus far raised against 
the claim thatthe impriots first des- 
cribed were those of a man. First, 
that the colossal size of the sandal 
wiil be likely to cause doubts in the 
minds of many. Secondly, that the 
space between the feet, or as it is cal- 
ied, the straddle is so marked as to 
create a suspicion that they were those 
of ap animal other than a man. For 
the protection of his feet, the primi- 
tive man would naturally select the 
sandal. Ino fashioning this sandal ot 
wood, it is reasonable to suppose that 
with this gouge of obsidian he would 
cut out a hollow to correspond to the 
size of his foot, leaving a raised bord- 
er which might serve as a protection 
to the side of his foot as well as to the 
heel and toe, Its raised border would 
also be of great service in securing the 
thongs. by which the sandal was at- 
tached to the foot. Some such plan 
must have been adopted for securing 
the sandal, as there is no indication of 
holes in the bottom of the sandal 
through which thongs migh‘ be passed 
to fasten it tothe foot. Takiog this 
view of the case, it seems to be ap- 
parent that to protect a foot of 12 or 
13 inches, he would be likely to fash- 
ion a sandal of nearly if not quite the 
proportions of the one shown by the 
impression. The stride is but that of 
the average man of five feet ten inches 
ight. 

AS TO THE STRADDLING GAIT, 


In walking in muddy and slippery 
places every one waiks with feet fur- 
ther apart. And furthermore, by 
such an unwieldy foot gear, such a 
position of the feet would be slmost a 
necessity. It must not be furgotten 
that there are five other series of foot- 
priots other than those particularly 
described. If now it he urged that 
they are all the footprints of the same 
biped or animal, or of some gigantic 
bird, then they should be of the same 
general form, which can plainiy be 
seen is nut the case. Evidently this 
sandstone quarry was long ages in 
being deposited, and during its forma- 
tion generation after generation of 
rious forms of animal life lived and 
died upon its changing surface, and 
have left the eviddnce of their exist- 
ence in the remains still to be touacd 
imbedded in its structure. It is still 
and must ever be a rich field replete 
with tacts of great value to the stu- 
dent of the history of animal life 
upoa this planet. 


A. New Style of Dam.

Bed timbers will 
extend up the stream 16 feet and be 
coyered with rock.. The dam will be 
built up on the bed timbers, and an 
aprun five feet long will extend below 
to protect the fouodation there.
